STRAITS SITUATION TENSE 


CONSTANTINOP UE, Sept. 29.—[ By 
the Associated Press.]—The situation 
between the British and“the Turkish 
nationalists was extremely tense to- 
night. 

A note from Mustapha Kemal!) Pasha 
to Brig. Gen. Harington, the British 
commander, couched in a hostile tenor. 
was considered by British military oir- 
cles here as closing the door to a pacific 
settiement of the straits question. The 
prospects of an armed conflict were 
considered grore evident than previ- 
ously. 

The note of Kemal demands the re 
tirement of ali the British troops from 
the Asiatic side of the straits, as the 
French and Italians have done, and 
says in case of acquiescence he wil) 
withdraw the nationalist forces 
“slightly” from the neutral zone. 


Scores Arbitrary Measures. 
‘It also demands the cessation of 
what are termed the arbitrafy meas 
ures of the British authorities in Con- 
stantinople in dealing with the Turkish 
population, and a solemn undertaking 
that no Greek vessel shall be per- 
mitted to pass the Dardanelles. It 
concludes with a protest against the

Mr. Brundage is ready to proceed to 
trial next Monday and so informed the 
court through District Attorney Delos 
Duty yesterday. The defense wanted 
to delay things until the first of next 

. The court compromised on Nov. 
8, “at least a month too late to suit 
us,” Mr. Brundage said. 


Clash on First Case. 


Following this it was announced 
from Marion that the first case to go 
to trial would be on the blanket in- 
dictment charging forty-eight men with 
murder of Howard Hoffman of Hunt- 
ington, Ind., one of the workers at the 
strip mine who was killed by the mob. 
This Mr. Brundage objects to strenu- 
ously, and if pressed on this point may 
be forced, it is said, to nolle prosse 
under this indictment. 

“I made no such agreement and am 
mot willing to consent to it now,” said 
Mr. Brundage last night. “I think it 
would be folly to go to trial with euch 
e@ large number of men in that com- 
munity. Every one of the defendants 
would have friends around the county, ' 
and it would amount to wholesale in- | 
timidation.” 

’ Wants Single Trial. 


Mr. Brundage wants to go into the 
first case on a single indictment, that 
against Otis Clark, the first miner ar- 
rested, who is accused of the murder 
of C. K. McDowell, mine _ superin- 
tendent. The forty-eight men named 
in the blanket indictment have been 
indicted separately and in groups, and , 
a*nolle prosse of that indictment mere- 
ly means that they could be tried sep- 
arately or in smaller groups. The in-

Mader’s co-de- 
fendants are all leagers of union labor 
and were either defendants or wit- 
nesses in the recent trial of Mader, 
head of the Building Trades council; 
“Big Tim” Murphy, “Con” Shea, 
Daniel McCarthy, and John Miller for 
the murder of Acting Police Lieuten- 
ant Terrence Lyons last May. 


“Smash ” Hanson Indicted. 


The first indictment names Mader, 
Abe Braverman, and Thomas Hogan, 
officials of the Fixture Hangers’ union, 
and Henry “ §mash ”" Hanson, charging 
that on Feb. 2, 1922, acting on behalf 
of local No. 381 of the Fixture Hang- 
ers’ union, they extorted $150 from 
George H. Cook, a contractor working 
on the Oak Park Arms hotel, to settle 
a strike. 

Mader, Manson, Hogan, John Miller, 
death car driver; Daniel McCarthy, de- 
fendant in the murder trial, and Wil- 
liam A. Curran, business agent of the 
Plumbers’ union, are charged in a sec- 
ond indictment with assaulting Ed- 
mund Scherffens. It is alleged that 
they bombed the Edmunds Manufac- 
turing company, Washbtrne avenue 
and South Robey street, after attack- 
ing Scherffens, the watchman, with a 
revolver. Scherffens lost an arm in 
the explosion.

Sharp Decline; Then Recovery. 


All this was plainly indicated in the 
course of today’s markets. The stock 
market declined sharply at the start, but 
its recovery was so considerable as to 
leave most prices at a net advance for 
the day. French government bonds have 
seemed all the week to be the most sensi- 
tive of standard securities to the eastern 
developments; to day they advanced at 
New York, while they declined at Paris, 
and the United Kingdom bonds’ moved 
similarly on the whole.
